A CHARITABLE trust 
may be set up to protect 
for all time the last piece 
of green, open space in the 
Lyme Regis town centre. 

This is one of the options 
being considered by a 
group of residents who are 
concerned that the wood in 
Pound Street could be ru¬ 
ined if eco-homes are al¬ 
lowed to be built on the 
site. 

A public meeting was 
held at the Guildhall on 
Thursday of last week to 
mobilise opposition to the 
planning appeal to allow 
the building of two units in 
what has become known 
locally as “Whistler’s 
Wood”. 

Among those present at 
the meeting was Daniel 
Whistler, son of Sir 
Lawrence and Theresa 
Whistler who used to own 
the wood when they lived 
at Little Place in Silver 
Street. 

The wood runs from the 
bottom of the Little Place 
garden to Pound Street.

Sir Lawrence tried to 
give the land to Dorset 
County Council in the 
1980s but negotiations fell 
through because of the 
cost of maintaing and pro¬ 
tecting the wood in future 
years. 

The current owner of the 
land, Quentin Craven, in¬ 
herited the wood from his 
parents who were passion¬ 
ate about keeping the 
wood. 

Mr Craven wanted to 
build three eco-friendly 
homes in the wood but re¬ 
duced this to two after 
strong local opposition. 

But his planning applica¬ 
tion was rejected by West 


Dorset District Council 
and he is now appealing 
against that decision. 

The Guildhall meeting 
was co-ordinated by Ray 
Ward, who lives in Lang- 
moor Close, near to the 
wood. 

He gave a brief history 
of the 1.23 hectare site, de¬ 
scribing it as “a little trod¬ 
den piece of natural 
wilderness” which pro¬ 
vided a home for a variety 
of wildlife and fauna. 

He also reminded those 
present that the wood 
formed part of the Lyme 
Regis Conservation Area. 

Said Mr Ward: “The 
woodland is special, in a 


unqiue position close to 
the commercial hub of the 
town - an island of undis¬ 
turbed natural woodland.” 

In recjecting the plan¬ 
ning application for two 
units the district council 
considered that the unde¬ 
veloped area of land, no¬ 
table for its wooded copse, 
made a considerable con¬ 
tribution to the Lyme 
Regis Conservation Area. 

As a result the proposed 
development would erode 
this character to a signifi¬ 
cant degree. 

They also thought the 


two units would detract 
from the amenity of the 
area because of vehicular 
movements to and from 
the site. 

The district planners 
were not convinced that 
there would be a satisfac¬ 
tory relationship between 
the proposed buildings, car 
parking areas and trees 
within the site. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil opposed the planning 
application on a number of 
grounds, including the 
safeguarding of the future 
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50 Broad Street, 
Lyme Regis

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BRIDPORT Food Festival is just around the corner 
and with that in mind we caught up with one of 
its leading players, Amanda Streatfield. 

Amanda has been involved with the festival 
since its second year and this year there are plans 
to make it the biggest yet. 

As well as working hard to organise the festival 
Amanda is also a Director of major local food pro¬ 
ducers Denhay Farm alongside her husband 
George and recently helped out the town by of¬ 
fering up land to help ease the local allotment 
waiting list. 

Amanda is also passionate about her village of 
Symondsbury where she is Chairman of the 
parish council. In her remaining spare time 
Amanda relaxes by singing with the Broadoak Vil¬ 
lage Choir. 

The Bridport Food Festival runs from Sunday, 
June 13th to June 20th. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

It's a town with a great community spirit. The actual 
town itself is very attractive and the big wide streets 
and wide pavements make it a special town. The fact 
we have a very vibrant market on a Wednesday and a 
Saturday is great and there are so many activities going 


■ WHAT would you like to change about the area? 

We have this amazing food culture here with lots of 
good places to eat and lovely food shops, which I think 
are very special to Bridport. But, i'd love to see more in¬ 
dependent shops in the centre of Bridport, that's some¬ 
thing that could make Bridport even more special. 

■ WHAT can people expect to see at the food festi¬ 
val this year? 

This year I'm really thrilled because we are doing more 
things in the town in the week beforehand. We've got 
the Electric Palace, Waitrose and the community or¬ 
chard all doing special events. There is cider tasting in 
Bucky Doo square on the Friday and a chutney compe¬ 
tition on the Wednesday and Hugh Fearnley Whit- 
tingstall is opening it up on the Friday. On Saturday we 
are very much focusing on the real local people and 
local chefs. We have got a new seafood tent this year 
where people will not only be selling seafood but talk¬ 
ing about it and demonstrating different things you 
can do with it. I thinkthat will be very exciting because 
part of Bridport is being so close to the sea. 

■ WHY did you recently decide to offer land to the 
council for allotments? 



The council have taken that on and I'm really pleased 
about it. It has been a nice area but I feel it could be ap¬ 
preciated more. I hadn't realised there was quite such 
a waiting list for allotments so it would be great to help 
that. 

■ IS it important to grow your own then? 

Oh yes it's terribly important. I'm lucky I've got a garden 
where I can grow things, or rather George does, and I 
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pick them, and it's a real joy to be able to do it. There is 
nothing better than being able to go out in the 
evening, dig up a potato plant and cook those potatoes 
straightaway. I think the more people who get the 
chance to do that the better. 

■ AS Chairman of the parish council, what are the 
issues affecting Symondsbury at the moment? 

Well obviously there is the dreaded waste transfer sta¬ 
tion. We attended the recent exhibition and looked at 
the sites which are proposed in the Symondsbury 
parish and we are not very happy with them. We feel 
they are really not suitable for our very rural landscape. 
Affordable housing is the other thing. We are trying to 
get some schemes together for more affordable hous¬ 
ing either in the village or very close by. 

■ WHAT are your favourites songs to sing with the 
choir? 

We did "The Lord is my Shepherd" which is the theme 
from "The Vicar of Dibley" which we all enjoyed singing. 
We are very lucky that our choirmaster is the composer 
Chris Reynolds and he writes some really lovely con¬ 
temporary music which we all enjoy. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Stephen Fry because I think he is one of the most en¬ 
tertaining people ever who has such a huge knowledge 
of just about everything there is. David Attenborough, 
I worked for him at a distance when I worked at the BBC, 
he made such an impression on me as a child on 
wildlife issues. Betty Boothroyd, she was a such a bril¬ 
liant example of how you can be a real diplomat as 
speaker of the house of commons and to be the first 
woman speaker was a brilliant achievement.

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil has called an urgent 
meeting after two of the 
town’s beaches were listed 
among the dirtiest in the 
country. 

Church Beach and 
“Cobb” Beach made na¬ 
tional headlines when they 
were named for having 
poor water quality in the 
Marine Conservation So¬ 
ciety’s Good Beach Guide 
2010, based on water sam¬ 
pling carried out by the 
Environment Agency. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said: “Lyme Regis Town 
Council is naturally very 
concerned with the recent 
media coverage relating to 
the standard of sea water 
cleanliness off Church 
Cliff Beach in particular. 

“Although this is not the 
main bathing beach the 
reputation of Lyme Regis 
as a popular tourism desti¬ 
nation is damaged never¬ 
theless. 

“Both South West Water 
and the Environment 
Agency are actively en¬ 
gaged in protecting our 


bathing water quality. 
South West Water is in¬ 
vesting £140,000 in Lyme 
Regis investigating the 
reasons for the poor water 
quality results. This ongo¬ 
ing work includes identify¬ 
ing, often through CCTV 
survey, leaking sewers, 
properties misconnecting 
toilets and washing ma¬ 
chines to surface water 
drainage, road gullies, dog 
effluent, bird fouling and 
farm run-off. 

“An integral part of the 
problem is Combined 
Sewer Overflows (CSOs), 
which are regulated by the 
Environment Agency and, 
at times of heavy rain such 
as last summer, can over¬ 
flow into the river affect¬ 
ing bathing water quality. 

“Together with our col¬ 
leagues in Environmental 
Health at West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, the town 
council has agreed to host 
an urgent meeting here in 
Lyme Regis with both 


South West Water and the 
Environment Agency to 
discuss progress with the 
investigations and the 
measures to be taken to ad¬ 
dress the problems.” 

There was some confu- 
sioin over the description 
“Cobb Beach” but yester¬ 
day (Tuesday) council 
admin officer Vicky Stick¬ 
ler got confirmation from 
the Marine Conversation 
Society that it was, in fact, 
the main beach. 

The report on the clean¬ 
liness of the UK’s beaches 
got wide national public¬ 
ity. On Monday a televi¬ 
sion crew from the 
Countryfile programme 
descended on the town 
with presenter John 
Craven interviewing a rep¬ 
resentative from the 
Surfers Against Sewage 
organisation whilst they al¬ 
legedly filmed raw sewage 
being discharged into the 
River Lym at Mill Green.

of the woodland which 
was prominent in the town 
landscape. 

Town councillors appre¬ 
ciated that some of the de¬ 
sign features were 
“commendable” and noted 
that Mr Craven intended to 
establish a tmst prior to the 


development taking place 
as a condition of the plan¬ 
ing consent. 

But the town council did 
not support the provision 
of two parking spaces in 
the wood and deplored the 
possible loss of on-street 
parking in Pound Street. 

Mr Craven’s representa¬ 


tive, design consultant 
Stuart Case, attended the 
meeting and put forward 
the argument that the best 
way to protect the wood 
would be to build the two 
eco-friendly units, thereby 
generating funds for future 
protection. 

But this argument was 
not accepted by the resi¬ 
dents. 

A discussion took place 
on the value of land. It was 
estimated that with plan¬ 
ning permission the site 
could be worth £350,000 
which would be difficult 
for a trust to raise. 

However, without plan¬ 
ning permission it was felt 
that the value of the land 
would drop to £80,000 to 
£100,000, which would be 
more achievable. 

The meeting accepted 
that Mr Craven had not 
been treated well by a pre¬ 
vious protester after the 
town council planning 
meeting. 

It was agreed to encour¬ 
age as many peole as pos¬ 
sible to make their views 
known to the appeal in¬ 
spector and at the same 
time Hugh Dunford- 
Wood, who lives at Little 
Place, said he would con¬ 
tact Mr Craven to see if 
there was any common 
ground.

plied now, 83 British 
beaches would fail and 
local authorities, such as 
Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil, will have to warn visi¬ 
tors of dangers if they do 
not improve within five 
years.

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Partnership secures £3million 
to improve lives across Dorset 


OVER £3 million has been secured 
by the Dorset Strategic Partnership 
(DSP) to continue improving the 
quality of life for people across the 
county. 

The DSP brings together the pub¬ 
lic, private, business, voluntary 
and community sectors so that dif¬ 
ferent services and initiatives sup¬ 
port each other and work together 
for the benefit of local people. 

Members include Dorset County 
Council, district and borough 
councils, Dorset Police, NHS 
Dorset and Dorset Fire & Rescue 
Service - plus a number of volun¬ 
tary organisations. 

Together they identify local pri¬ 
orities - ranging from economic 
development to building healthier 
communities - and set up a number 
of projects to tackle specific issues. 

The DSP has a Local Area Agree¬ 
ment with the Government where, 
if the partnership meets a number 
of performance improvement tar¬ 
gets, they can unlock ‘reward’ 
funding to support further work.

A POST-MORTEM on a Bridport 
couple found dead in their bed¬ 
room has failed to ascertain the 
cause of death. 

The bodies of pensioners Philip 
Wakley and his wife Cynthia were 
found in the semi-detached prop¬ 
erty in Magdalen Lane, after police 
broke down the couple’s door. 

They were found on Monday, 
May 24th following a call from a 
man, thought to be their son Nigel, 


and chair of the DSP Angus Camp¬ 
bell said: “I’m delighted that we 
have been able to secure this 
money. 

“It shows what we can achieve 
for the people of Dorset when local 
organisations and communities 
work together. 

“Difficult financial times lie 
ahead, so it is essential that we 
continue to work together to ensure 
Dorset’s voice is heard, and im¬ 
provements are made to residents’ 
quality of life.

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Allotments'on hold'to sort out alleged 
breaches of Strawberry Field land lease 


PLANS to open 26 new allotments on the Strawberry 
Field in Lyme Regis have been put on temporary hold 
whilst Lyme Regis Town Council sort out alleged 
breaches of their 999-year lease with the landowner. 

Mr Cliff Powley sold the lease to the council on the un¬ 
derstanding that the 11-acre site would be used for new 
football pitches. 

But plans to convert the Strawberry Field in Charmouth 
Road into a new home for Lyme Regis Football Club, 
with three pitches, a clubhouse and a floodlit multi-use 
games area, fell foul of West Dorset District Council plan¬ 
ners and the £1 million project was abandoned. 

Since then, the town council has let out parts of the field 
for grazing and recently entered into an arrangement with 
the nearby Lyme Regis Golf Club to run a pitch and putt 
course. 

The council have also drawn up leases for 26 allotment 
plots for the rest of the land but Mr Powley claims they 
are in breach of the 999-year lease because he had to be 
notified and paid a fee for each sub-lease. 

He also claims the land is designated for sport and 
leisure but a certificate of lawfulness sought by the town 
council to be able to run the allotments without planning 
permission describes the land as “agricultural”. 

The town council maintain that advice from their legal 
advisers has confirmed that they are perfectly in order in 
using the land for allotments. 

The council has also made it clear the allotment leases 
are only temporary to run for four years in the hope that 
the Strawberry Field might be used for leisure and recre¬ 
ation at a later date, as originally intended. 

Using the town forum at two council meetings, Mr 
Powley offered to meet the council to discuss other meth¬ 
ods of providing allotment facilities. He has also offered 
to buy back the Strawberry Field for football. 

Mr Powley addressed councillors again last Wednesday 
at the town council’s annual meeting and this time it was

agreed that a meeting should be held with him. In the 
meantime, the allotment plans have been put on hold, al¬ 
though the council intend to proceed after discussing Mr 
Powley’s concerns and suggestions. 

This is the statement made by Mr Powley at last week’s 
meeting: 

“This is the third time I have addressed you regarding 
the allotments. So far I believe that little or no notice has 
been taken over the issues I have raised, some of which 
have considerable implications. 

“It would appear that no notice has also been taken 
from the likes of Tony Rice, former secretary of the Char- 
mouth Road Allotments who profised that the Strawberry 
Field creation of allotments was doomed because of the 
stony ground, prolific deer and rabbits and its distance 
from the town. He wisely refuses to have anything to do 
with running these allotments. I have a copy of a press 
report over the comments he made. 

“When I last appeared before you I mentioned that if 
the council wanted to discuss an alternative scheme with 
me then I would be happy to do so. No one has taken up 
that offer. I will now be writing a letter to the View from 
Lyme setting out details of such a scheme to inform our 
citizens what is available that would cost the council tax 
payer nothing and those wishing to grow vegetables no 
more than toil sweat and smiles. 

“Mr Lewis has received a letter from my solicitors 
pointing out several breaches of the lease. He has re¬ 
sponded to the letter and has promised to rectify most of 
the breaches which is reassuring. However, the one mat¬ 
ter that does still concern me is that if the allotments do 
go ahead then there will be a major legal issue. 

“Mr Lewis has publicly stated on the advice received 
from the council’s solicitors, that the use of allotments is 


classed as recreational. I would like to know how they 
have reached that conclusion. 

“Based on the advice received from my solicitors and 
confirmed again today, I entirely disagree. 

“This has in fact been confirmed and reinforced by the 
certificate of lawful use or development recently granted 
which unmistakingly refers to the use being agriculture 
and that is also reinforced in the summary of evidence. 

“It doesn’t take any legal training to work out that you 
cannot change the definition of agriculture to recreational 
just because it suits. 

“I have here copies of the relevant documents. 

“If the council chose to ignore breaches of the lease then 
so be it. Not only will they have to justify this to the dis¬ 
trict auditor but also the council taxpayer of Lyme Regis. 
Even if the allotments do go ahead, will you really be 
able to justify the cost? In addition to money already 
spent there is a £50 registration fee required for each al¬ 
lotment plus any future changes. A figure of £100 was 
suggested to me and if there is any revision to be made 
on a £50 fee it will be upwards, and it can be justified 

“I have made an offer to purchase back the lease for the 
presevation of sport and that is a serious offer. However, 
that may not be necessary if the lease is blatantly ignored. 

“I have spoken to a number of local residents including 
one who has been allocated an allotment and without ex¬ 
ception they all would prefer the land preserved for sport. 
I urge you to do likewise.” 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said he had sent a response to 
Mr Powley and assured councillors that the advice re¬ 
ceived from the senior legal adviser at West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council was that they were able to use the 
Strawberry Field land for allotments. They had also re¬ 
ceived advice on the interpretation of the certificate of 
lawfulness received from WDDC. 

Councillor Owen Lovell pointed out to Mr Powley that 
the council worked slower than he did and that was the 


reason for the delay. 

Councillor Sally Holman wondered what the alternative 
allotment scheme was to which Mr Powley referred. 

Mr Lewis said they could discuss this with Mr Powley 
if they council agreed to meet him. 

Later in the meeting when the matter was dealt with 
under an agenda item the town clerk confirmed that the 
council would have to pay Mr Powley a fee for each sub¬ 
lease. 

He also informed councillors that the allotment holders 
would be able to park their vehicles at the Strawberry 
Field when they were working on the plots under existing 
permissions granted. 

Mr Lewis stressed that the council and Mr Powley 
shared the same aims - to eventually see the Strawberry 
Field used for recreation, especially football. In the mean¬ 
time, the council had a duty to taxpayers to make the best 
use of the land for the residents of Lyme Regis. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said the council should make 
sure that nothing more happened at the Strawberry Fields, 
where the plots have already been marked out and 
ploughed, until they had met Mr Powley. 

Councillor Lovell stressed that they should be talking 
face-to-face with Mr Powley rather than discussing the 
matter at a public meeting. 

He added: “Perhaps we should have consulted with him 
from day one. We need to start again on a different foot¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Ken Meech reminded members that he was 
a district councillor when the Strawberry Field planning 
application was made and he could well remember that 
there was no way that permission would have been 
granted for the original project or the subsequent less am¬ 
bitious scheme. 

A sub-committee of councillors Lovell, Meech, Turner, 
Mayor Michael Ellis and Ann Bradbury were elected to 
meet Mr Powley. 
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UNESCO backing for festival 


UNESCO has announced its patronage of the Lyme 
Regis Fossil Festival and 2012 Jurassic Coast Earth Fes¬ 
tival. 

Commenting on the decision, Marcus Dixon, chief 
executive of the Lyme Regis Development Trust, told 
the View from Lyme Regis: "This is a rare accolade, and 
we are thrilled." 

The Jurassic Coast is England's first Natural World 
Heritage Site and the Development Trust has been in 
discussions with UNESCO for some time, along with 
the World Heritage Team. The Assistant Director Gen¬ 
eral for Natural Sciences opened the 2009 Fossil Festi¬ 
val, "Evolution Rocks", and Lyme Regis hosted a 
UNESCO Youth Summit last year. 

Mr Dixon continued: "It is a testament to our shared 


values - of building sustainable development and di¬ 
alogue through education, the sciences and culture - 
and to the success of the Fossil Festival in bringing 
science, education and the arts together to further an 
understanding of our natural heritage." 

In granting patronage, the UNESCO Director General 
said: "I have noted that these impressive annual 
events are intended to raise awareness among the 
general public about the extraordinary aesthetic and 
scientific value of the Jurassic Coast." 

Candida Blaker, Earth Festival Director commented: 
"Partnership with UNESCO is hugely important for the 
development of the 2012 Jurassic Coast Earth Festival. 
"We plan to make links between communities along 
the coast and other World Heritage Sites abroad, and 


hope it will be a catalyst for discussion around envi¬ 
ronmental issues. We hope young people will show us 
the way through a sense of pride in our extraordinary 
geological heritage and our need for stewardship of 
the natural environment." 

Next year's Fossil Festival will take place over the 
weekend of April 28th to May 1 st and will have a ma¬ 
rine theme. 

Key partners such as the Natural History Museum, 
Jurassic Coast Team and Natural England will all re¬ 
turn, while others such as the National Oceanography 
Centre will play a bigger role. 

"We also hope to welcome several new partners 
that will enable us to explore better the Jurassic 
Coast's marine world,"said Ms Blaker.

Protesters win 
round one in 
kebab shop fight 

PROTESTERS have won round one in their battle to 
prevent one of Lyme's oldest Broad Street trading 
premises becoming a kebab shop. 

Plans by Crewkerne businessman Turguy Sen to 
open a fast food outlet at the greengrocers Cauli & 
Flowers have suffered a set back. 

His original plans were withdrawn after strong op¬ 
position from Lyme Regis Town Council who backed 
residents' multiple concerns over the proposed de¬ 
velopment, including nuisance caused by smells 
from a significant extractor fan at the rear of the 
building. 

West Dorset District Council have rejected his ap¬ 
plication for listed buding consent, although the 
planning website says no decision has yet been 
made on the full planning application. 

A report from a district council officer said the fast 
food outlet would "detract from the listed building". 

A decision of the full planning application is ex¬ 
pected soon. 

Kersbrook approval 

THE Kersbrook Hotel in Lyme Regis has been given 
permission to build a separate unit of family holi¬ 
day accommodation in its Pound Road car park. 

The development will consist of a two-bedroom 
unit raised on stilts above the car park, as to not 
lose any car parking spaces. 

Lyme Regis Town Council objected to the plans, 
as well as three neighbouring residents. Councillors 
believed the plans to be overdevelopment of the 
site and not in keeping with the hotel, which is a 
thatched listed building. 

Despite objections, West Dorset District Council 
granted permission for the plans earlier this month.

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Council adopt

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil has adopted a new com¬ 
mittee structure in a bid to 
streamline its affairs. 

But the architect of the 
new method of working 
will not be in a position to 
oversee its implimentation. 

In her role as chairman of 
the Policy Committee, 
Councillor Sally Holman 
devised the new committee 
system and chaired a spe¬ 
cial meeting two weeks ago 
to consider “further stream¬ 
lining” the structure of the 
council, in particular the 
working of the Policy 
Committee to improve effi¬ 
ciency and service. 

At that meeting she de¬ 
vised a working document 
showing her proposal for 
an alternative arrangement 
for the town council com¬ 
mittees. 

She said she had been 
considering the matter 
since the council had com¬ 
missioned a consultant’s re¬ 
port on staffing and 
working practices. 

But Councillor Holman 
lost her position as chair¬ 
man of the Policy Commit¬ 
tee at last week’s annual 
meeting of the council. 

She was ousted by deputy 
mayor and former policy 
chairman Owen Lovell by 
eight votes to six. 

It will now be Councillor 
Lovell’s responsibility to 
oversee the introduction of 


the structure, although he 
expressed reservations 
about the new working 
practices. 

Councillor Lovell advo¬ 
cated sorting out the terms 
of references for the new 
committees before impli- 
menting the plan, pointing 
out that it was “not a five 
minute job”. 

Councillor Holman said 
she did not understand why 
Councillor Lovell “is think¬ 
ing that way”, pointing out 
a lot of work had gone into 
the plan since last July and 
it had been discussed in de¬ 
tail by the Policy Commit¬ 
tee. 

Members agreed at the 
special meeting that the 
proposed new arrange¬ 
ments shoud be adopted by 
the council. 

Councillor Stan Williams, 
drawing attention to the 
policy commitee being ex¬ 
tended to take responsibil¬ 
ity for council strategy, 
thought the chairmanship 
was too big a job for one 
person. 

He pointed out that they 
now had “more and more” 
meetings with “less and 
less” councillors attending 
- twice as many meetings 
as the old borough council 
which had more responsi¬ 
bility. 


He said that at his own 
committee (Community 
Plan Implimentation) they- 
often did not have enough 
members present to form a 
quorum. 

Councillor Ken Meech 
said members could not 
“cherry pick” what they 
liked and what they did not 
like. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
pointed out that councillors 
did not have to attend every 
meeting - the choice was 
theirs. 

“There’s no point com¬ 
plaining about the work¬ 
load if you choose to do it,” 
he added. 

Councillor Williams said 
they were elected to serve 
the public and to do a job 
and that was why he tried 
to attend as many meetings 
as possible. 

“Nothing should happen 
in this council without 
councillors knowing,” he 
said. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell said they had discussed 
the new structure at length 
and she thought they 
should let it run for a year 
and then review until they 
got the right formula. 

Councillor Lovell 

thought there were still a 
“lot of grey areas” and the 
terms of reference for the 


new structure

new committees had to be 
absolutely clear. 

Councillors agreed to 
proceed with the new struc¬ 
ture, 11 voting in favour 
and three against. 

Under the new system, 
the full council will remain 
the central meeting to be 
chaired by the mayor with 
the deputy mayor as vice- 
chairman. 

Policy Committee will be 
changed into the Policy and 
Strategy Committee and 
will be charged with pro¬ 
ducing a detailed action 
plan for the council. The 
committee will be respon¬ 
sible for setting the council 
budget and responding to 
consultations and meetings 


will be scheduled for 
Wednesdays and the fol¬ 
lowing Tuesdays so that the 
length of meetings can be 
minimised. Policy review 
will also be carried out on 
a regular basis. 

The Community Plan Im¬ 
plimentation Committee 
has been changed to the 
Commnunity Development 
Partnership Committee and 
will consult with the local 
community and have repre¬ 
sentatives from groups and 
organisations in attendance. 
Representatives from Lyme 
Regis Development Trust 
and Lyme Forward will 
serve as co-opted members 
but will not be able to vote. 

Planning Committe will 


retain its present status and 
functions and the Tourism 
and Advertising Sub-Com¬ 
mittee will report direct to 
full council with policy 
changes approved by the 
Policy and Strategy Com¬ 
mittee. 

Two new sub-committees 
have been added - Opera¬ 
tional Management and Or¬ 
ganisational Management 
to put policies into action 
and to deal with staffing 
matters. 

In a bid to reduce the 
number of meetings, most 
of the council’s existing 13 
working groups will be ab¬ 
sorbed into the new struc¬ 
ture. 


Road tribute to 
county councillor 

LYME Regis county councillor Colonel Geoffery 
Brierley has stood down as portfolio holder for 
transport at County Hall after holding the post for 
four years. 

Colonel Brierley, county councillor for the Marsh- 
wood Vale seat, which includes Lyme, informed 
members of Lyme Regis Town Council at their 
meeting last week that he was still vice-chairman 
of the Police Authority and served on the Fire Au¬ 
thority and that he would still retain his interest in 
road matters in the locality. 

He reported that the build-out at the junction of 
Charmouth Road and Timber Hill to stop the rat- 
run past the golf club had been completed with¬ 
out too much cost and was working well. 

The new parking restrictions for Staples Terrace 
would "go public" in the next two weeks and he 
would be "waiting with baited breath" for com¬ 
ments. 

He reported that he had accompanied Councillor 
Stan Williams to West Hill Road to speak to resi¬ 
dents about traffic problems in the area and they 
had come up with ideas which he thought would 
fulfill their wishes. 

Councillor Williams paid tribute to Colonel Brier- 
ley's work on highways in the town, pointing out 
that he had suceeded to getting the traffic calming 
measures in Charmouth Road after the council 
tried for 30 years to get some action. 

"It was only through Colonel Brierly that we got 
that," he said. "We should thank him very much for 
what he has done for the town."

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Council fight for control 
of the sandbar beach

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil are fighting to retain 
control of one of the re¬ 
sort’s most popular 
beaches. 

After years of discussion 
and negotiation, the three 
councils that control Lyme 
Regis - town, district and 
county - have drawn up a 
tripartite agreement for the 
control and responsibility 
of the seafront and Cobb 
areas. 

But whilst the town 
council have been pushing 
for the completion of the 
draft agreement, they are 
not prepared to pass over 
control of the sandbar 
beach which is used by 


thousands of holidaymak¬ 
ers every summer. 

West Dorset District 
Council are claiming that a 
section of the sandbar is 
part of the harbour, which 
they control. 

Town councillors agreed 
at their annual meeting last 
week to approve the agree¬ 
ment, subject to the satis¬ 
factory conclusion for 
control of the sandbar. 

Councillor Stan Williams 
pointed out that the district 
council were intending to 
take the whole of the sand¬ 
bar from the North Wall to 


the shore. 

Apart from this he 
thought it was “quite a 
good agreement”. 

Councillor Ken Meech 
referred to the clause that 
would see Dorset County 
Council retaining highway 
rights on the Marine Pa¬ 
rade, both pedestrian and 
vehicular, for a width of 
1.8 metres. 

Vehicular rights would 
only be exercised for 
emergency and service ve¬ 
hicles. Councillor Meech 
was not happy with the 
suggestion that the county 


council would pay 27 per 
cent of the maintenance 
costs of the Marine Parade 
with the town council pay¬ 
ing 73 per cent. 

He did not think this took 
into consideration the pos¬ 
sibility of a considerable 
breach of the seafront. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said he had spoken to West 
Dorset District Council 
about this and such an oc¬ 
curence would be covered 
by their responsibility for 
coastal protection. 

In his argument for West 
Dorset to have control of 
the sandbar, officer Steve 
Woollard maintained the 
district had made enough 
concessions to the town 
council already, a remark 
which brought derision 
from Councillor Williams. 

He pointed out that in the 
Local Government Act of 
1974, all land associated 
with recreation was passed 
to the parish authority and 
the sandbar was clearly a 
recreation area. 

He maintained that al¬ 
lowing the district to con¬ 
trol this important piece of 


land would be “frighten¬ 
ing”. 

One of the reasons why 
the district wanted the 
sandbar was so the har¬ 
bourmaster had additional 
room to pull craft out of 
the harbour and for use 
when there were sailing re¬ 
gattas. 

But Mr Williams main¬ 
tained there was no reason 
why the town council 
could not come to an 
arrangement with the dis¬ 
trict over these matters. 

Councillor Williams de¬ 
scribed the sandbar as 
“one of Lyme’s biggest as¬ 
sets”. 

He added: “We clean that 
area now. We control it, we 
use it and it is a massive 
valuable asset. If they get 
it they could block it off 
which would be disastrous 
for Lyme. He suggested 
sending a deputation to the 
chairman and chief execu¬ 
tive of WDDC to resolve 
the matter. 

Councillor Sally Holman 
was sure they would be 
happy to negotiate with the 
harbourmaster if they 


wanted to use “a little bit” 
of the beach. 

Councillor Pete Williams 
said a lot of the sandbar on 
the harbour side had been 
buldozed away, making 
the sandbar a narrow strip. 

“Once the water breaks 
through it will wash out 
the sand and it will go into 
the harbour mouth, as hap¬ 
pened the last time.” 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell thought they could re¬ 
tain the beach for leisure 
use and let the district use 
it for special events. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
warned that if they delayed 
the signing of the agree¬ 
ment it could impact on 
the regeneration of the 
Marine Parade shelters, 
due to start in September. 

Councillors agreed to 
terms of the document 
subject to a satisfactory 
agreement on the sandbar. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement the town coun¬ 
cil will be able to issue lu¬ 
crative licenes to seafront 
traders.

After the formal meeting, councillors organised a 
surprise celebration for Mrs Denham, who was pre¬ 
sented with a bouquet of flowers and enjoyed a 
buffet supper. 

At the same meeting, Councillor Peter Whiting 
was elected vice chairman, replacing Councillor 
Jonathan Clarke-lrons, who held the position for six 
years. 

The new chairman thanked Councillor Clarke- 
lrons for all his hard work on the village's popular 
playground, which without his planning, fundrais¬ 
ing and practical work would probably not exist.

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Big interest in Old Lyme

NOSTALGIA has been very much to the fore at the 
newly-renovated Malthouse at the Town Mill in Lyme 
Regis. 

The new venue, to be officially opened on Saturday, 
makes the ideal setting for an exhibition of Old Lyme 
photographs which is attracting hundreds of visitors - 
over 1,000 during the first three days. 

The exhibition, staged by Lyme Regis Museum, was of¬ 
ficially opened on Friday evening and will run from 11 
am to 4 pm every day until next Sunday (June 6th). 

The comprehensive display of old photographs of Lyme 
has been created from various winter exhibitions of dif¬ 
ferent areas of the town staged by the museum over the 
past 12 years. 

One of the organisers, local historian and museum stal¬ 
wart Ken Gollop, explained that a winter exhibition 
would normally consist of 12 to 16 exhibition boards. 
The current exhibition has 92 boards in all, featuring all 
areas of the town, and Mr Gollop confirmed that it had 
generated great interest from locals and visitors. 

The exhibition was put together by Mr Gollop and Gra¬ 
ham Davies, who collaborated to produce the highly suc¬ 
cessful exhibition on farming in the Lym Valley. They 
were assisted in putting up the exhibition boards by mu¬ 
seum supporter Richard Wells. 

The exhibition gives a fascinating insight into the his¬ 
tory of Lyme over the past 100 years or so, especially for 
those of us born in the town. In many respects, some of 
the photos demonstrate that Lyme has changed very little 
over the years; others show how the town has developed, 
especially with the building of post-war social housing. 

The exhibition records some of the iconic community 
events of Lyme over the years, including war-time activ¬ 
ities, the building of the hospital extension by volunteers, 
the Royal British Legion Searchlight Tattoo at Middle 
Mill and the “Chinatown” sports for the children who 
lived on the Colway Mead estate.

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Saving lives for 10 years 


IN the first of a two part series to celebrate the 10th anniversary of 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambuance, View Reporter PAUL CROMPTON 
talks to the people behind the valuable service. Here he talks to the 
fundraisers that keep the helicopter flying 365 days a year and hears 
survivors 7 stories of how the air ambulance helped saved their lives. 


F OR Dorset and 
Somerset Air 
Ambulance there 
are no holidays; lives 
need saving 365 days 
of the year. 

From Hospital trans¬ 
fers to life threatening 
road traffic collisions 
the iconic yellow heli¬ 
copter and its crew are 
just 19 minutes away 
from any incident, any¬ 
where in the two coun¬ 
ties. 

However, this month 
sees the charity organi¬ 
sation taking a rare mo¬ 
ment to relax as they 
celebrate 10 years of 
saving lives. In the past 
decade the service has 
responded to over 
7,000 incidents, last 
year alone saw the crew 
attend 982 incidents, 
whether it’s a Sunday 
morning or a Wednes¬ 
day afternoon the two 
pilots and four para¬ 
medics are on call. 

Having recently 
moved to a new, pur¬ 
pose built airbase head¬ 
quarters on the 
Henstridge Airfield the 
charity is now a fully 
integrated member of 
the rescue service fam¬ 
ily. Teaming up with 
hospitals and land 
based ambulances to 
provide vital help to 


Dorset and Somerset’s 
residents. 

Dorchester County 
Hospital is the main 
emergency provider the 
helicopter flies to be¬ 
cause it takes all emer¬ 
gency cases, and with its 
helipad right outside A 
and E, it is the perfect 
place when seconds, 
never mind minutes, can 
make all the difference. 
The helicopter flies to 
specialist hospitals such 
as Exeter and 
Bournemouth only when 
the patient can be sta¬ 
bilised enough to make 
the extra flight time. 

Very often it’s the pa¬ 
tients whose lives have 
been saved that regularly 
get together to hold cof¬ 
fee mornings, bring-and- 
buy sales and various 
ingenious fundraising 
events to generate some 
of the £1.4 million a year 
needed to keep the serv¬ 
ice running. 

With the cost of fuel 
going sky-high the daily 
expense of running the 
service has risen by £300 
to £3,800 a day. That’s 
without the paramedic’s 


salary, which is the only 
part of the set up that is 
paid for by the National 
Health Service. Even the 
paramedic’s up-to-date 
and extensive training is 
paid for by the charity. 

DSAA’s marketing and 
communications officer 
Tracy Bartram said: “We 
basically rely on volun¬ 
teers to help. 100 per cent 
of the costs have to be 
found by the public. 

“I think of initiatives 
that will raise funds for us 
without the public having 
to give us money. We 
have a textiles recycling 
scheme where people can 
throw away old clothes or 
another one where we 
collect old bras. At the 
same time we are always 
trying to raise awareness 
of the charity. 

“Our volunteers give so 
much time and effort for 
the charity. They are 
asked to form groups and 
societies and we rely on 
volunteers to do that for 
us because the paid peo¬ 
ple cannot be in 10 places 
at once. We want to sup¬ 
port people who are sup¬ 
porting us and show 


support to people donat¬ 
ing money to us. 

“One thing we do re¬ 
ally, really well is support 
people who support us. I 
can hold my head up and 
say that with the small 
amount of staff we have. 

“A lot of people love 
working for such a good 
cause. In my job you 
come across so many dif¬ 
ferent people and every 
single one of those is spe¬ 
cial in a way. 

“It’s an emotional job 
but so rewarding. You 
speak to the guys and 
they’re telling you stories 
every day about their call 
outs. I think people feel 
proud and privileged to 
look up and see the heli¬ 
copter and say that’s 
ours. I think they feel 
proud to be helping 
something that’s running 
so well.” 

The helicopter is leased 
from Bond Services, who 
provide most of the am¬ 
bulances throughout the 
country. By renting the 
helicopters they are up¬ 
dated every few years 
and repairs are fixed 
within a day or a replace¬ 
ment helicopter is 
brought in. 

The current airbase, 
which visitors say is one 
of the best in the country, 
is run on a peppercorn 
lease from the airfield’s 
owner, who charges a 
minimal rent to the or¬ 
ganisation which gives 
them tenants rights. 

With its head office in 
Wellington, there are 
nine permanent staff with 
two dedicated fundraisers 
co-ordinating the organi¬ 
sations bank of about 80 
volunteers of which 
around half tend to be ac¬ 
tive and do activities for 
the charity. However, re¬ 
cruiting is vital for the 
charity to carry on mov¬ 
ing forward. 

For the charity’s 10th 
birthday they have put to¬ 
gether a DVD featuring 
10 accident patients 
whose lives have been 
saved by the organisa¬ 
tion. 

One of those featuring 
on the DVD is 15-year- 
old Sophie Pope, who 
was airlifted to hospital 
when her horse kicked 
out, fracturing her verte¬ 
brae and knocking her 
unconscious. 

Because of the location 
of the accident a land am¬ 
bulance would have 
taken an hour and half to

ferry her to hospital. The 
then 11 -year-old was 
taken to Southampton 
hospital in less than eight 
and a half minutes by 
helicopter where she 
spent 10 days in inten¬ 
sive care. 

Sophie is one of those 
who felt inspired to raise 
money for the charity 
after her convalescence, 
despite admitting to not 
knowing about the serv¬ 


ice before her accident. 

Sophie said her family 
were now great support¬ 
ers of the air ambulance 
and were so grateful they 
were thinking of becom¬ 
ing volunteers. 

“We didn’t know the air 
ambulance existed before 
the accident because I 
don’t think it’s as well 
promoted as the police or 
land ambulance. Most 
people don’t know it ex¬ 


ists until they need it,” 
she said. 

“I don’t know what 
would have happened if I 
would’ve had to go the 
hour and a half by land 
ambulance. I would say 
this service helped save 
my life. I don’t know 
what you can say to 
someone who saves your 
life, just thank you.”

Why Whistler's wood must be saved

F eelings are 

runing high in 
the Pound Street 
area of Lyme Regis 
over the possibility of 
Whilster’s Wood being 
developed by eco- 
homes. 

This is not a new 
story. 

The owner of the 
land, Quentin Craven 
inherited the land from 
his parents who were 
passionate about the 
wood which runs from 
Little Place in Silver 
Street, down to Pound 
Street - the only green 


area left in the town, 
once referred to as the 
“Lung of Lyme”. 

The wood is known 
locally as “Whistler’s 
Wood” after the 
Whistler family who 
used to live in Little 
Place. 

Sir Lawrence 

Whistler was a man of 
great reknown, being 
the Queen’s official 
glass engraver and an 
accomplished writer 
and poet. 

He tried to bequeath 
the wood to Dorset 
County Council to pro¬ 


tect it for all time, but 
negotiations finally 
foundered because the 
county felt it would be 
too expensive to protect 
and maintained. 

I was lucky enough, as 
a little lad, to play oca- 


sionally with the 
Whistler children in the 
wood because my 
mother was in service at 
Little Place. 

My interest in this 
may be motivated by 
nostalgia but I am fully 


behind the group of res¬ 
idents who are contem¬ 
plating forming a trust 
to protect the important 
amenity. 

Mr Craven tried to get 
three houses built on 
the site and then applied 


EVENT OF THE WEEK 


I NEVER tire of looking at old photo¬ 
graphs of Lyme so the Old Lyme ex¬ 
hibition being staged at the 
Malthouse at the Town Mill was a must 
event for me this week. 

As always, Ken Gollop and Graham Davies 
have done a superb job on behalf of Lyme 
Regis Museum in presenting a photo¬ 
graphic record of all sections of the town 
over the last 100 years or so. 

There were countless images that 
brought many childhood memories flood¬ 
ing back, especially the Searchlight Tattoos 
in the 1950s that Cecil Quick used to or¬ 
ganise on behalf of the Royal British Legion 
at Middle Mill. 

I can well remember our family sitting on 
Bumpy Field, along with hundreds of oth¬ 


ers, watching the spectacular events such 
as motorcyclists riding through hoops of 
fire. My dad was a firemen so there was an 
additional interest for us as the Lyme 
Brigade always staged some sort of exer¬ 
cise. 

It was a hugely ambitious event, bril¬ 
liantly organised by Mr Quick and the Le¬ 
gion members, which necessitated the 
building of a huge wooden bridge to get 
the vehicles onto the tattoo site. 

Other photos that caught my eye were of 
the over 60s walking race from the Dolphin 
Inn held on Regatta Day. It all started with 
a bet between customers at the cider 
house. Huge crowds gathered in Mill Green 
to see the race in which characters such as 
Chaffey and Winkle Solway competed. 


Another event which I had forgotten 
about was the "Chinatown" children's 
sports, also in the 1950s. As all locals will 
know, "Chinatown" was the Colway Mead 
estate, so called because the first residents 
were mainly from the laundry in Mill Green. 

I suspect the exhibition is just as interest¬ 
ing to visitors as locals but if you have not 
seen it, it is worth a stroll down to the Town 
Mill. 

Well done to Ken Gollop and Graham 
Davies for putting the exhibition together 
and to the museum for staging it in their 
usual professional manner. 

It was the first event held in the new 
Malthouse, due for official opening on Sat¬ 
urday, an impressive venue which will be 
greatly used in the coming years. 



He was turned 
down by West Dorset 
planners but is now 
planning to appeal. 

Fear that the Govern¬ 
ment inspector might 
grant his appeal has mo¬ 
bilised the residents into 
trying to protect the 
wood for all time. 

They held a public 
meeting last week at 
which Daniel Whistler, 
the son of Sir Lawrence 
and Theresa Whistler, 
returned to his home 
town. 

Mr Craven’s represen¬ 
tative, design consultant 
Stuart Case, bravely at¬ 
tended the meeting and 
put forward the view 
that the best way to pro¬ 
tect the wood would be 
allow the two units to be 
built, generating the 
necessary funds for its 
protection. 

It was an argument 
that did not wash with 
the concerned residents. 

They are now planning 
to meet Mr Craven in 
the hope of coming to an 
amicable arangement 
which will not include 
the building of homes, 
no matter how eco- 
friendly, in this charm¬ 
ing and essential town 
centre open space. 


Bad news 
week for Lyme 

A DAY rarely passes when Lyme Regis does not 
feature in a national newspaper or in an obscure 
website, sometimes with the most bizarre refer¬ 
ences (some of which I have highlighted in this 
column in recent years). 

Last week I discovered, via Google Alerts, that a 
German shoe manufacturer has named one of 
their boots after Lyme! 

Most references are of a highly complimentary 
nature, underlining Lyme's reputation of one of 
the prettiest towns in England. 

But it's not been a good week for Lyme on the 
publicity front. First we read that our town is one 
of the most expensive to live in, property-wise. 

Then there was Lyme being named as one of the 
most unfriendly in England by a Virgin survey (I 
wouldn't take much notice of that) and then the 
big one - the annual report by the Marine Conser¬ 
vation Society placed Lyme in a list of resorts 
where the bathing water was of a very low stan¬ 
dard. 

This appeared in The Times and prompted a 
quick response from Lyme Regis Town Council as 
a damage limitation exercise before the Bank Hol¬ 
iday. TV cameras were then in town on Monday, al¬ 
legedly filming raw sewage flowing into the River 
Lym. 

We should not underestimate the damage that 
this may do to the tourist trade in Lyme but we 
should rmember that we pay the highest water 
rates in the country so our ire should be directed 
at South West Water. 

Having spent millions on a new sewage treat¬ 
ment plant there can be no excuse for raw sewage 
being deposited into the sea in this day and age.

Classic Stones LP tops 
the charts once again 


THE weekend before last 
saw a strange occurrence 
in the UK album charts. 

The Rolling Stones made 
it to number one for the 
first time since 1994. 

But the fact it was the 
Stones'first LP in 16 years 
to do so wasn't the story; it 
was the fact they achieved 
this feat with Exile On Main 
Street - an album that's 38 
years old. 

In recent years, record 
companies have made a 
habit of re-issuing albums 
a few months after they've 
first been released with extra tracks or a bonus DVD, and invariably they 
crawl back up the charts. 

But for an album first issued as long ago as 1972 to have any sort of im¬ 
pact on the charts when re-released... well, that's unheard of. 

Not even any of last year's much lauded Beatles re-issues reached the 
top. And even now, trust me, the Stones will love getting one over their 
old Sixties rivals. 

But what's so special about Exile ? It's certainly held dear to the heart of 
many a Stones fan, even though the band sound nothing like they did on 
earlier classic albums (compare it, say, to Sticky Fingers, which was only re¬ 
leased a year earlier). 

The band are playing loose, sounding like they'll do exactly what they 
like, when they like. And that was pretty much the case. 

Much of the album was recorded during drug-fuelled, all-night sessions 
in Nellcote in the south of France, where the band really were in exile after 
being landed with a massive tax bill. 

Whether it's the country flavoured 'Sweet Virginia', the bluesy pseudo¬ 
religious 'I Just Want To See His Face', the Keith Richards vehicle 'Happy,' 
the swaggering 'Tumbling Dice' or the iconic 'Shine A Light' - the quality 
of the songs is unquestionable. Even so, it's only in more recent years that 
the album has become universally regarded as a classic. 

Of course, the success of the re-issue hasn't just been down to the great 
remastering or even the addition of ten bonus tracks (some newly com¬ 
pleted). 

It all came with a lot of promotion including a comprehensive advertis¬ 
ing campaign in newspapers and magazines, a new audio documentary 
for BBC RadioTwo ('Exile OfThe Stones') and a film -'Stones In Exile'- pre¬ 
miered at the Cannes Film Festival with a personal appearance by Mick 
Jagger himself to introduce it. 

Anyone foolish to believe contemporary rock music puts one over the 
classic material recorded in the Sixties and Seventies need only answer 
one question: Will any other number one album this year top the charts 
for a second time in 2048? 

I think we know the answer to that. So, hats off to the Stones for one of 
their greatest chart feats.

Since 2008 Julia has been living in Berlin, studying 
at the Hannover Hochschule for Music and Theatre, 
"Soloklasse"under professor Matti Raekallio. In Sep¬ 
tember 2010, she will return to the Royal Academy 
of Music, under a full scholarship to study for her 
Master of Arts in Piano Accompaniment.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McEarry 


"Let all the world in ev'ry 
corner sing" 

George Herbert 

WHETHER you sing alone or in a 
group, singing, like Guinness, is 
good for you: good for your lungs 
and good for your soul. As the poet 
Walter Savage Landor wrote,"There 
is delight in singing, tho' none hear/ 
Beside the singer." 

I first learned to sing as an evacuee 
in a Yorkshire village church choir 
during the war. I saw the congrega¬ 
tion doze during the sermon, but 
then really come back to life when 
they rose to their feet, filled their 
lungs, and heartily sang the hymns 
they knew so well. I don't attempt 
to sing any more but I love to hear 
others singing, particularly in large 
choirs. This poem was written in 
1919 by Siegfried Sassoon: 


Everyone Sang 

Everyone suddenly burst out singing; 

And I was filled with such delight 
As prisoned birds must find in freedom, 
Winging wildly across the white 
Orchards and dark-green fields; 
On-on- and out of sight. 

Everyone's voice was suddenly lifted; 
And beauty came like the setting sun: 
My heart was shaken with tears; and 
horror 

Drifted away... 0, but Everyone 
Was a bird; and the song was wordless; 
The singing will never be done. 

WE Homo sapiens share our ability 
to sing with the songbirds, as 
Robert Louis Stevenson reminds us 
in this verse he wrote for children: 

Singing 

Of speckled eggs the birdie sings 
And nests among the trees: 

The sailor sings of ropes and things 
In ships upon the seas. 


The children sing in far Japan, 

The children sing in Spain, 

The organ with the organ man 
Is singing in the rain. 

IN 1819 Shelley wrote his famous 
poem "To a Skylark":- "And singing 
still dost soar, and soaring ever 
singest." 

Around the same time Sir Walter 
Scott was writing "The Heart of Mid¬ 
lothian": 'Proud Maisie in the wood, / 
Walking so early/Sweet Robin sits in 
the bush/Singing so rarely.' 

And, some thirty years earlier, 
William Blake wrote this introduction 
to his "Songs of Innocence". 

Piping down the valleys wild 

Piping down the valleys wild, 
Piping songs of pleasant glee, 

On a cloud I saw a child, 

And he laughing said to me: 

"Pipe a song about a lamb!" 

So I piped with merry cheer. 


"Piper, pipe that song again"; 

So I piped: he wept to hear. 

"Drop thy pipe, thy happy pipe; 
Sing thy songs of happy cheer": 

So I sung the same again, 

While he wept with joy to hear. 

"Piper, sit thee down and write 
In a book, that all may read." 

So he vanish'd from my sight, 
And I plucked a hollow reed, 

And I made a rural pen, 

And I stained the water clear, 

And I wrote my happy songs 
Every child may joy to hear.

Gallagher for 
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ONE half of the legendary songwriting duo Gallagher and 
Lyle, Benny Gallagher will be appearing at the MarineThe- 
atre on Saturday, June 5th. 

Benny Gallagher began his songwriting career, along 
with partner Graham Lyle, as a staff writer with the Beatles 
Music Publishing Company - Apple - writing songs for his 
lifelong friend and Apple Records' biggest solo recording 
artist Mary Hopkin. Those "formative" days at Apple, and, 
especially, the constant encouragement of Paul McCartney, 
have been cited as one of the most important factors in his 
development as a songwriter. 

1970 saw their band McGuinness Flint storm the charts 
with Gallagher & Lyle hit songs When I’m Dead and Gone 
and Malt and Barley Blues. Then came a string of highly ac¬ 
claimed Gallagher and Lyle Albums - a brief interlude to 
record the hit single How Come and the album Anymore 
for Anymore with Ronnie Lane and the Slim Chance Band 
- eventually culminating in the hugely successful Break¬ 
away album containing the richly romantic hit singles 
Heart on my Sleeve and I Wanna Stay With You. Benny's 
work went on to receive the ultimate acknowledgement 
and an introduction to an even wider audience when Art 
Garfunkel recorded the iconic song Breakaway. 

It is a testament to the enduring quality of his song-writ¬ 
ing that: 

• Simon & Garfunkel performed A Heart in New York in their 


concert in Central Park to an audience of 500,000 people. 

• Garth Brooks also chose to perform A Heart in New York 
in his concert in Central Park to an audience of around 
750,000 people. 

• Don Williams took the classic Stay Young to No.1 in the 
American country charts generating well in excess of one 
million airplays on US Radio. 

• On record he has worked with Paul McCartney, Eric Clap¬ 
ton, Pete Townsend, Ronnie Wood, Gary Brooker, Georgie 
Fame, Mary Hopkin, Sandy Denny and Fairport Convention. 

In 2001 he was deemed a "Companion of LIPA", the world 
renowned Liverpool Institute of Performing Arts, and pre¬ 
sented with this award by co-founders Mark Featherstone- 
Witty and Paul McCartney, alongside fellow companions 
singer-songwriter Joan Armatrading and "Architect of 
Punk"Malcolm MacLaren.

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Day in horror smash 


WEYMOUTH WILDCATS 41 
NEWPORT HORNETS 49 

National League KO Cup 
Quarter-Finalist Leg 
WEYMOUTH Weyline Wildcats eight 
point defeat to Newport Hornets last 
Friday was marred by one of the most 
horrific crashes to be witnessed at the 
Wessex FM Raceway. 

Terry Day was knocked unconscious 
in Heat eight after challenging Hor¬ 
nets Mark Jones for the lead; Days bike 
lifting, spitting him off, and into the 
path of team mate Danny Stoneman 
who had nowhere to go. Stoneman's 
bike hit Day at full speed exiting the 
fourth turn knocking the Verwood 
based youngster unconscious. 

The track medics were quickly on the 
scene with Stoneman lucky and able 
to walk back to the pits unaided as 
Day laying motionless on the track. 
After a lengthy delay of over half an 
hour Day came round as he was being 
transferred to an ambulance that took 
him to Dorset County Hospital at 
Dorchester for further examination 
and x-rays. 

With his crash helmet demolished 
head injuries were feared at first, but 
luckily the popular 2009 rider of the 
year only received severe bruising and 
concussion and no broken bones. 

Day had opened his evening with an 
opening heat win with Hornets re¬ 
serve teenager Tom Young pegging 
back the Cats pair in heat 2. Track 
record holder and ex-Wildcat Tim 
Webster had a torrid evening starting 
in heat three with a tumble on the sec¬ 
ond turn and exclusion from the race. 
Gary Cottham stepped up holding off 
hard charging Hornet Todd Kurtz to 
put the Wildcats in the lead. After an¬ 
other shared heat with James Cockle 
leading home another former Wey¬ 
mouth rider James White Williams and 
Kyle Newman, the Hornets wiped out 
the Cats advantage in one swoop with 
up and coming Aussie Mark Jones and 
veteran skipper Tony Atkin passing 
Wildcats skipper Tom Brown who was 
clearly suffering from lack of racing on 
his comeback from injury.

I'm not sure whether Terry 
hit his head on the track or if the bike 
hit his head, until I see the video I re¬ 
ally don't know." 

James Cockle added: "It put a lot of 
downers on people seeing Terry out 
cold, your racing head goes in that 
moment of time, everyone's friends off 
the track, it's not very good, and we 
send him all our best. 

"I'm looking forward to Sunday at 
Mildenhall, sometimes you put too 
much pressure on yourself going to a 
track you used to ride for which 
showed tonight with Tim Webster."

World Cup disappointment for British shooters 


THERE was disappointment for GB 
in the recent ISSF 2010 Shotgun 
World Cup held at the Southern 
Counties Shooting Ground at War- 
don Hill, near Dorchester recently. 

There was hope that local sharp¬ 
shooter Peter Wilson would get 
among the medals in the Men's 
DoubleTrap discipline but the GB 
No 1 had to settle for fifth place. 

Wilson, from Sherborne, was 


tied equal third after the first four 
rounds of the final, qualifying him 
for the shoot-off, but a poor 
round of 39 clays from 50 gave 
him a total of 180 and fifth place. 

GB's only medal came from 
Elena Allen in the Women's Skeet 
who grabbed the bronze medal 
with a top score 23 from 25 clays 
in the shoot-off. 

Aaron Heading appeared to be 


heading for a medal after some 
brilliant shooting including a full 
25 clays in round four of the Men's 
Trap Final. 

But in a three-way shoot-off for 
silver he missed with his last shot 
and had to settle for fourth place, 
although he had the satisfaction 
of beating the world record 
holder Italian Giovanni Pellielo 
who finished sixth. 
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ANOTHER GREAT SEASON FOR BUCKLER YARD 


DESPITE not having won so much in prize 
money last season as the previous year, Bob 
Buckler's stable has still had a tremendous cam¬ 
paign writes Stuart Broom. 

Of course last year was highlighted by Niche 
Market's victory in the Irish Grand National; a 
superb achievement for such a small yard, but 
the unpredictable and severe weather condi¬ 
tions during the main eight months of the sea¬ 
son has dealt a heavy blow in the racing 
calendar. 

Around a fifth of scheduled race meetings 
had to be cancelled, for which both the prize 
money and the general revenue to the sport 
has been lost. 

Trainers and owners also had the problem 
that in many cases where meetings went ahead 
the ground conditions were much too heavy or 
firm for their horses. 

"As a whole this was one of the hardest sea¬ 
sons to train because of the weather and the re¬ 
sultant extremes of ground conditions," said 
Buckler. 

Last season Buckler's horses won £216, 933 
from 143 races.This included 12 winners whilst 
47 others finished in the first three, and earned 
Buckler a very creditable 29 th position in the top 
UK trainers list. 

That compares very favourably with the 2008- 
2009 season where the UK prize winnings were 
almost £3,000 more (£219,613) with 12 winners 
and 45 placed horses from 137 runners, but 
only 32 nd in the UK trainers list. 

Unlike last year, Buckler earned no money 
from his two runners in Ireland but in 2009 was 
boosted not only by Niche Market's win that 
pocketed £142,500 but by a further £14,000 for 
The Sawyer's second place in the Ulster Bank 
Handicap Chase at Punchestown. 

Whilst the jump season runs from the end of 


April through the year, summer racing is not 
prolific, and it really does not start in earnest 
until late August, early September. 

"We had to wait a long time for good ground 
for our better horses to come out which imme¬ 
diately put us at a disadvantage." 

The condition of the ground is probably the 
most important factor in a trainer's decision 
when and whereto run a horse, but they also 
need to consider, distance and the track terrain 
and layout. 

"It's one of the skills of a trainer to place a 
horse to get the best out of them. Conditions 
are rarely ideal in every aspect. With such un¬ 
predictable situations, sometimes you have to 
take a gamble." 

Buckler explained that with a small yard as 
his, with around 30 horses, he has to gamble 
more than say someone like Paul Nicholls with 
160 plus horses in his stable. 

"When I say gamble, I don't mean risk the 
horse, but Paul Nicholls will have several horses 
of similar but different abilities to be able to 
cope with the situation. We have to sometimes 
run a horse in ground conditions or over a dis¬ 
tance that is not ideal, because they need a 
competitive race." 

Another skill is to choose a race for the horse 
that will maximise the trainer's winnings. 

"Sometimes I will run a horse in a race that it 
has no real chance of winning, but may in the 
circumstances pick up good money by being 
placed. It may run really well of course and 
upset the odds, which will mean its handicap 
will go up making it harder to win races in the 
future, but that's the gamble you have to take. 

"A good example of this is The Sawyer who 
finished third behind Monet's Garden in the 
Grade 1 Betfair Ascot Chase in February. He was 
rated at 139 against horses such as Monet's Gar¬ 


den at 165/166, and on level weights in a six 
horse race; I couldn't even claim Nathan 
Sweeney's 7lb allowance! 

"He was the 20/1 outsider against 13/2 bar for 
the others. Second favourite Planet Of Sound 
fell, and Paul Nicholls'Herecomesthetruth, the 
2/1 favourite had a bad day. Nathan rode The 
Sawyer to perfection and we ended up third 
only beaten 3 14 lengths which won us more 
than £16k. It was one of the highlights of the 
season! 

"I then had a battle with the handicapper who 
could have put his handicap up by around 201b 
on that run, but I successfully argued that 
maybe Monet's Garden at 12-years-old was per¬ 
haps over rated. In the end he was upped by 
91b!" 

Despite the disappointment of Niche Market 
having to pull up in this year's Grand National, 
Buckler was once again impressed by Graham 
Regan's horse. 

"It was unfortunate that he was struck into so 
early in the race and Harry (Skelton) had to pull 
him up towards the end when the race quick¬ 
ened." 

However his third place showing behind Den¬ 
man and What A Friend in the Hennessy Gold 
Cup at Newbury in November was another of 
Buckler's highlights of the season. 

"He was amazing and beat a lot of good 
horses." 

The other horse that has impressed Buckler 
particularly this year is Mizzurka. The 6-year-old 
mare showed great promise this season in win¬ 
ning three bumper (NH flat races) in a row in¬ 
cluding the Dbs/e.b.f. Mares'Standard Open Nh 
Flat Race Final that qualified her to be listed in 
bold black type; recognition of a top class 
horse, that will enhance her breeding value 
considerably. 


Unfortunately she did not run to expectation 
in her last race of the campaign, the John 
Smith's Mares'Standard Open Nh Flat Race at 
Aintree where the ground was too firm for her. 

"I've always thought she was a lovely mare, 
and she has been impressive this season. Not 
many horses win three bumpers in a row." 
Asked about the next stage in her development 


as a chaser, Buckler said: "A season point-to- 
pointing would be ideal, but as a professional 
trainer I am not allowed to train other people's 
horses at point-to-point. This leaves me with 
another season maturing by going over hurdles 
or to go straight to novice chasing. She's not a 
natural hurdler, so we might go for the latter for 
experience and build her strength."
